In reading a late Mo. of tbo National 
IntaUigencer« 1 observed that a sword 
voted by Congress on tbo S9ib January, 
1113* to Capt. J. D. Blll«lt, for hia ** gaJ- 
lanlry and good conduct, in capturing 
lb« Cal«doni4 and Daumil under tbe 
Welle of Fen Erie»** biBMon preeented 
to him by Ibe bccreiary of the Navy» 
with a very eomplimentery letter. It 
may appear, perhaps, invidious» to take 
notice of Ca^. Elliott*s conduct ia tbat 
affair» and endeavour to turn tbe curront 
of praiso» which has long deviated from 
im natural course* into ita true and pro­ 
per channel. But when, by giving cre­ 
dit to Capt Elliott, injustice» end of the 
most flagrant nature* it done to another, 
and Cap|. Elliott eilently permitt ibtt 
man for years to auffer under Its influ­ 
ence» it is a duty which every man owea 
to worth and bravery, and to bia country, 
10 correct the error, and give aoch in­ 
formation to tbe people, aa w ill lead 
them to view (be transaction in its pro­ 
per light» and give the meed of praise» 
to whom it may be due. 


And yet it will scarcely be supposed» 
that l«i«ul. Col. Towson, a men who has 
so gallantly supported himself in the 
hour of battle, wbo has been so terrible 
to the fo«, so serviceable to bis country, 
should be the object of this injustice} 
should so long labor under tbe neglect 
and ingratitudo of tbe countiy.
